Barnyard Fowl 
_“Turken” is thé name of a new 
variety of poultry which made™~ its 
first public appearance at the Hdmon- 
ton poultry show. It ig not the re- 
sult of a cross between the hen and 
turkey, aS many have’ mistakenly 
supposed from the name (an impossi- 
ble cross), but as a matter of fact 
the Turken is. a cross between a 
domestic hen and a bird of the pheas- 
ant species bred in Russia, and whose 
flesh is ‘supposed to have the turkey 
flavor. This Russian bird has a bare 
red neck like a turkey, and the pro- 
geny of the cross has the same char- 
acteristic; and this may account for 
the suggestion. that a turkey and a 
hen have been successfully mated. By 
careful breeding on scientific lines,

‘On the other hand there are those people who _reverence God _and 
religion, who uphold the moral code, who believe in the sanctity of mar- 
rlage, recognize property rights, observance of law and . respect for 
constituted authority and the honorable obligations of promises and treaties, 
who. strive for peace and the orderly solution of social and economic. prob- 


tems, rather than,resort to revolutionary methods, spy systems, treachery, , 


threats, intimidation, éven exécution without trial. :
